TENNIS TIPS 


By JOHN BASSETT 
(Former Davis Cup player)

BACKHAND 

The backhand has always been a more difficult tennis 
shot than the forehand because its execution requires more 
strength in the arm. 

Also, pulling the racquet across the body makes the 
backhand more difficult to control than the forehand stroke. 

Nevertheless, a big step toward mone 2 the back- 
hand can be made by observing a few simple rules. 

First, adjust the grip so that the V between thumb and 
forefinger is at the corner of the handle on the thumb side. 
It is a similar grip to holding a hammer. 

Second, take the racquet back in plenty of time to make 
the shot 

Third, bend with the ball, hitting up and over it and fol- 
lowing through evenly 

Fourth, if a righthander, shift weight from the left to 
right foot as the stroke is made, 

Pollowing these rules should diminish trouble with the 
backhand.
